A  OR  the  increafmg  the.  funds  of  the  Library  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia,  for  the  enlarging  the  colie6lion  of 
books,  and  facilitating  the  advancement  of  knowledge 
and  literature,  //  is  enaded  by  the  f aid  Library  Company 
of  Philadelphia^  That  any  perfon  or  perfons  (who  ihall 
be  approved  of  by  the  Directors,  for  the  time  being) 
fliall  be  admitted  a  member  or  members  of  the  faivl 
Company  as  fully,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  any 
member  now  is  or  can  be,  upon  paying,  into  the  hands 
of  the  faid  Company's  Treafurer,  the  fum  of  Forty  > 
Dollars,  and  receiving  a  certificate,  agreeably  to  the 
directions  of  a  law  direfling  the  manner  of  admitting 
new  members. 

And  be  it  further  enaBed^  That  fo  much  of  the  law, 
palTed  on  the  twentieth  day  of  February,  one  thoufand 
fcven  hundred  and  fL\ty-eight,  as  fixes  the  price  of  a 
fliare  at  ten  pounds,  be  hereby  repealed.

rized and  in(lrua^d,  to  demcind  and  rec-ive  the  fame 
from  the  members,  under  the  like  penalties  and  forleitures 
as  are  now  in  force  for  recovering  the  annual  paymeat^ 
jberetoforc  eftablilhed.

At  a  vieeting  of  the  Biredors^  on  the  fecond  of  Janvary^ 
I  794,  the  following  report  was  mude^  and  adopted  by 
the  Boards  to  wit, 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application 
of  the  Librarian,  relative  to  the  cafes  of  executors  and 
adminiftrators  of  deceafed  members,  report. 

That  it  would  be  advifeablc  to  direft  the  Librarian, 
that  no  books  iliall  be  lent,  in  fach  cafes,  except  on 
notes  figned  by  all  the  executors  or  adminiftrators  of  the 
perfon  deceafed,  or  by  fome  one  of  them,  appointed 
and  authorized  by  written  orders  of  the  others — fach 
orders  to  be  left  with  the  Librarian  as  long  as  any  books 
are  taken  out  by  virtue  of  them.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dire&ors,  held  the  fixth  of  Augufty 
^795?  f^-^^  fiiiowing  refolution  was  adopted^  to  wit, 

Refolved,  That  every  member,  or  other  perfon,  who 
fhall  take  out  a  book  or  books  on  hire,  fhall  pay,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Library,  the  following  rates,  weekly: 
For  Duodecimos  and  Octavos  two  fifteenths  of  a  dollar, 
fhiartos  tlrree  fixteenths  of  a  dollar,  and  Folios  four 
fixteenths  of  a  dollar,  and  no  fmaller  fum,  although  the 
book  may  be  returned  within  the  week. 

That  for  neglecting  to  return  the  book  or  books,  fo 
taken  out  on  hire,  within  the  time^pecified  in  the  rules 
of  the  Company,  they  fhall  pay  to  the  Librarian,  for 
the  r.fe  aforefaid,  two  fixteenths  of  a  dollar  per  week, 
in  addition  to  the  hire.*
